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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to BPAI Decision on: 12/03/2008. 
Claims 1-20 are still pending. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reason for the indication of allowance: see BPAI 
Decision (pages 4-6), 

The instant application depicts that an apparatus is provided for a communication 
station operable in a wireless communication system, at least to receive at least first 
burst data signals transmitted thereto upon at least a first channel by a first sending 
station. At least a first demodulator is selectably coupled to receive indications of burst 
of the first burst data signal. The first demodulator performs demodulation operations 
upon the indications received thereat. A controller is coupled to the first demodulator. 
The controller controls performance of the first demodulator to cause cyclo-stationary 
filtering (CSAF) of successive bursts of the first burst data signal during demodulation of 
the first burst data signal by the first demodulator. 

In addition, the instant application specifically discloses that the cyclo-stationary 
adaptive filtering (CSAF) is performed upon the uplink data burst signal. CSAF is a 
signal processing technique to allow adaptive filters to operate in environments that 
exhibit cyclic/deterministic channel environments. Each burst of the data signal 
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transmitted by a subscriber station forms a separate and distinct stationary channel 
environment. Each of the channels is processed by configuring the receive portion of 
the base station with a matched filter forming the equalizer, such as equalizers 303 and 
305 (shown in FIG. 3) for the specific channel. The values forming the profiles stored at 
the memory device of the controller are used to weight the equalizer, as appropriate. 
The updated search found that: 

Ushirokawa (US 5,646,964) discloses that a matched filter (despreading filter) 
may be provided between the band-limiting filter and the equalizer and a spread code is 
applied to the matched filter as tap weight coefficients to extract the desired signal, 
while the interference that remains at the output of the matched filter is eliminated by 
the equalizer (see specification). 

Quigley (US 7,120,123) suggests that A media access controller (MAC) 
generates media access protocol (MAP) message including idle slots for assigning time 
slots in which cable modem transmits signal bursts on the upstream channel. A 
transmitter transmits the MAP messages with the ideal slots downstream to the cable 
modems. An adaptive notch filter connected to the demodulator which receives signal 
burst on the upstream channel, suppresses noise on the upstream channel sensed 
during idle slots (see specification). 

Figure 7 of Renard (US 6,480,555) shows a table of results from a computer 
simulation where FCBs were randomly distributed (using a Gaussian distribution) within 
a .+-.50 kHz window, and detected using a current prior art adaptive filter detector and 
the new detector of the present invention without consideration of IF bandwidth 
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limitations. Data was taken over one-hundred FCBs in each frequency range, each 
separated by one randomly modulated data burst (see specification). 

However, the combination or each of the cited prior arts above does not disclose 
nor fairly suggest the claimed limitations "controlling performance of the first 
demodulator to cause cyclo-stationary filtering of successive bursts of the first burst 
data signal during demodulation of the first burst data signal by said first demodulator", 
therefore claims 1-20 are allowed.
